U.S. ACCEPTS SYRIA'S APOLOGY 
OVER EMBASSY ATTACK IN DECEMBE1

i he United States said yesterday that it will not 
dose its embassy in Damascus in protest of a 
statement by the Syrian Defense Minister who 
reportedly praised die attack on the embassy in Mid- 
December by protesters angry about U.S. and Dritish 
air strikes against Iraq. 

A source at the Stare Department told tire Arab 
Daily that the Syrian government has “apologized 
and agreed to pay compensations for the damages” 
inflicted oil the U.S. embassy in Damascus. 

The apology, according to the source, came after 
Secretary oFState Madeleine Albright lodged a formal 
protest with the Syrian government. He said that 
after seeing the comments made liy Syrian Defense 
Minister Mustafa T3as in the government-controlled 
newspaper Tishreen, Albright called the Syrian 
Ambassador in Washington and lodged a strong 
protest. She also spoke with the Syrian Foreign 
Minister last Friday "to express her outrage at the 
remarks made by Defense Minister."

CLINTON, CHIRAC

'S President Bill Clinton 
on Friday delivered a 
stern warning to 
Yugoslav leader Slobodan 
Milosevic telling him NATO was 
"determined" to launch air 
strikes against Serb positions 
should Belgrade not agree to a 
Kosovo peace plan. 

“We stand united in our 
determination to use force" 
should Milosevic not agree to 
the plan now being negotiated 
in France hetween the mainly 
Serb Yugoslav government and 
ethnic Albanian Kosovars. 

Clinton spoke at a joint 
White House news conference 
with French President Jacques 
Chirac who said Washington 
and Paris saw eye-to eye on the 
Kosovo issue. 

"Our agreement is an unqual- 
ified agreement," Chirac said. 

"The time has come (for 
Milosevic) to choose the path of 
wisdom and not the path of 
war." 

Their comments came less 
than 1 5 hours before a Saturday 
deadline for a peace agreement 
to be reached expires, a dead- 
line that Clinton said he was 
opposed ro extending. 

NATO leaders and Yugoslav 
President Slobodan Milosevic 
dared each other to flinch as 
time was running out Friday for 
negotiators in France to agree 
on a peace plan to settle the 
conflict in Kosovo. 

In Belgrade, a defiant 
Milosevic refused to meet US 
envoy Christopher Hill and 
declared: “We will not give up 
Kosovo, even if we are 
bombed." 

He was alluding to threats 
from the United States and its 
allies to bomb targets In 
Serbia unless 


Milosevic's representatives 
agree to a settlement for 
Kosovo, a province of Serbia 
where nine-tenths of the popu- 
lation are ethnic Albanians. 

Milosevic also reiterated his 
refusal to allow an international 
force to be deployed in Kosovo 
to oversee a peace nccunl.

Thomas 
Cameron of the St. Joseph County Special Crimes Unit said 
Wednesday. Al Urayir’s headless body was found Feb. 27, 1998, 
and hunters stumbled across his skull 30 miles away in 
November. A cause of death hasn't been established, but author- 
ities are treating the investigation as a homicide. Al Urayir, the 
son of a Saudi Arabian businessman, was reported missing March 
1 17, 1998, and was last known to be alive Feb. 26, 1998.

CAIRO (AFP) — Nearly 10 percent of Egypt's 65 million people 
are smokers, an official government newspaper reported Friday. 
Six million people nationwide smoke, including more than half a 
million children, the Al Akhbar newspaper reported. It said some 
439,000 children under age 1 5 and 74,000 under 10 are regular 
tobacco users. According to official statistics, Egyptians smoke 1 
some 42 billion cigarettes a year, a figure expected to rise to 85 
billion by the year 2000. The health ministry is in the midst of a 
one-week public awareness campaign to stop cigarettes sales to 
those under 18. 


KUWAIT CITY (AFP) — Kuwait's information minister is due in 
Iran on Saturday for a three-day visit that will include the signing 
of a media cooperation accord, the official KUNA news agency 
said Friday. Youssef Mohammad Al Samit's talks with Iranian offi- 
cials will also include "promotion of media and cultural cooper- 
ation, exchange of radio and TV expertise and programs, " the 
agency said. Iran condemned the 1990 Iraqi invasion of Kuwait, 
although it remained neutral in the 1991 Guir War that fallowed. 
But Tehran is opposed to the presence of US and British troops 
in the Gulf, particularly in Kuwait and Saudi Arabia.

LOCKERBIE VICTIMS' REPRESENTATIVE 
BACKS ANNAN PLEDGE TO LIBYA 




UNITED NATIONS (AFP) —A spokesman for 
the families of the Lockerbie bombing vic- 
tims sought Friday to play down a bur- 
geoning controversy over a UN pledge not 
ro undermine the Libyaii regime. 

George Williams, president of Victims of 
Pan Am Flight 103, told AFP that he had 
been concerned about reports of the con- 
tents of a letter from UN chief Kofi Annan 
to Libyan President Moammar Qadhafi until 
being briefed by a State Department offi- 
cial. 

“The letter says the trial is not intended 
to undermine the Libyan regime. With that 
understanding, I'll go along with it," said 
Williams, whose son Geordie died in the 
1988 bombing. 

/tanan, following consultations with 
Britain and the United States, wrote to 
Qadhafi on Wednesday outlining assur- 
ances to Libya in a bid to ensure the trans- 
fer to the Netherlands for trial of two 
Libyan suspects wanted for the Lockerbie 
bombing. 

The explosion over Lockerbie, Scotland, 
in December 1988 killed a total 270 people. 

According to diplomats familiar with the 
letter and its annex, Annan also says that 
UN monitors would ensure that the prison- 
ers would not be debriefed by US and 


British intelligence. 

The monitors are to be stationed at tile 
jail in Scotland where the two would serve 
their sentences if convicted. 

Williams did nol object to the provision 
on the prisoners' rights, pointing out that 
"if they don't want to talk to anybody that's 
their right under Scottish law." 

The letter also provides Qadhafi with 
assurances about the lilting of an aii and 
arms embargo imposed in 1992 to secure 
the extradition of the two Libyan suspects. 

The Washington Post, in an editorial on 
Friday, warned that the United States "can- 
not lend itself to an effort to shield" 
Qadhafi from inquiry into possible involve- 
ment in the Lockerbie bombing. 

“The atmosphere is no longer dominated 
by American and British and the victims’ 
families demands for justice and punish- 
ment," the Post said. 

"The passage of a decade has moved the 
issue partway into a non-judicial realm 
where considerations of commerce and 
political wheeler-dealing are at play.”

However, US command in Tampa, Florida, 
rejected the Iraqi claims that US and British 
warplanes had flow sorties against Iraqi 
ground positions in both no-fly zones.

Earlier, a US military spokesman in 
Germany confirmed that two US F-16 war- 
planes fired on an air defence position in 
northern Iraq and returned safely to base.

He said that another 1 1 “hostile forma- 
tions" violated Iraqi airspace in the north- 
ern area at 11.02 a.m. (0802 GMT) from 


Turkish territory, carrying out 22 sorties. 

The spokesman said Iraq confronred 
these formations, which fired two missiles 
on two of Iraq’s weapons sites, and forced 
them to flee. 

Iraq does not recognize the no-fly zones 
which were created after the 1991 GulfWar 
to protect Kurdish rebels in the north and 
Shiite rebels in the south from the govern- 
ment in Baghdad. 

The no-fly zones are patrolled by US and 
British airplanes which use bases in Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait and Turkey to carry out sor- 
ties over Iraq. 

Iraq has threatened to attack the bases in 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and Turkey if the 
flights continue. 


TURKISH TROOPS HUNT DOWH 
KURDISH REBELS IN NORTHERN IRAQ 
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ANKARA (AP) — Ttirkish war- 
planes pounded rebel bases in 
northern Iraq and commandos 
hunted fighters in their moun- 
tain hideouts as the Turkish army 
tried to finish off a Kurdish guer- 
rilla group following die capture 
of its leader. 

In southern Hirkey, demon- 
strators protesting the capture 
of Abdullah Ocalan opened fire 
on police Thursday, wounding 
two, the official Anatolia news 
agency reported. 

The clash in Ccyhan. about 
550 kilometers south of Ankara, 
was the first violent confronta- 
tion with police since Ocalan's 
abduction Monday. 

The Tlirkish military released 
no casualty figures from the 
fighting in northern Iraq. 

TUrkey has rejected guerrilla 
offers to negotiate and is press- 
ing forward with a military solu- 
tion to end the rebel fight for 
autonomy in the southeast of 
the country 

The army launched it latest 
campaign against bases of the 
Kurdish Labor Party, or PKK. in 
northern Iraq on Monday, the 
same day chat commandos ca|> 
tured Ocalan in Kenya. 

TUrks liave been celebrating 
the capture of Ocalan and there 
is great hope in the country that 
his trial will help lead to an end 
to 1 the conflict, which .has 
claimed 37,000 lives since 1984. . 

Prime Minister Buient, Ecevlt 
said Thursday that 1 the govern- 
ment' would renew a call for 


rebels to surrender and assured 
them that parliament would pass 
a new repentance bill with 
lenient punishment after elec- 
tions in April. 

The TUrkish army repeatedly 
has crossed the Iraqi border to 
destroy rebel bases. In the past, 
PKK guerrillas have been quick 
to move back once TUrkish ■ 
troops withdrew. 

On Thursday, the Anatolia 
agency reported that Iraqi 
Kurdish guerrillas of the 
Kurdistan Democratic Party were 
fighting alongside Turkish 
troops. The Iraqi Kurdish group 
is closely allied with TUrkey, 
which controls supply lines into 
their enclave. 

An Ankara-based representa- 
tive of the group, Safeen 
Dizayhee, said a few thousand 
Tlirkish troops have crossed as 


far as 10 kilometers into Iraq. He 
could not, however, confirm that 
Iraqi Kurds had joined the fight. 

TUrkish newspapers said that 
about 10,000 Tlirkish soldiers 
had stormed into northern Iraq. 

Iraq has strongly denounced 
the latest Incursion and demand- 
ed that Hirkey withdraw its 
forces. 

Iraq denies harboring the 
rebels but TUrkey handed evi- 
dence to Iraq's Deputy Prime 
Minister Tariq Aziz of their pres- 
ence on Iraqi territory while Aziz 
was visiting Ankara on Monday.- 

Meanwhile, TUrkish prosecu- 
tors began their interrogation of 
Ocalan on Thursday, traveling to 
the tiny prison-island of Tmrali 
near Istanbul. 

The military also released 
video tapes Thursday showing 
Ocalan drenched in sweat and 


looking uncomfortable, standing 
between two red Hirkisli flags. 

Hirkish stations ran the 
footage with a caption reading: 
“This is the image Hirkey lias 
been waiting for for the past 15 
years.” 

Ocalan is expected to be for- 
mally charged next week. 

TUrkish intelligence reports 
suggest that tlie PKK faces an 
internal conflict for leadership, 
pitting Ocalan's brother, Osman, 
against a leading PKK comman- 
der, Cemal Bayik. 

Some analysts suggest that 
supporters in Europe might 
abandon the military struggle 
and try to pursue a political 
straggle for increased minority 
rights in Hirkey. 


IRAQI Kill 
FOR 'JUST 
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CAIRO (AP) — The two major 
Iraqi Kurdish factions called on 
Hirkey Thursday to grant a fair 
trial to the captured rebel leader 
Abdullah Ocalan. 

Jalal Tblabani, lender of the 
Patriotic Union of Kurdistan, told 
followers in the northern Iraqi 
city of on Wednesday that “it is 
time to accord tlie Kurds their 
national and democratic rights 
within the framework of the 
modem TUrkish state.” 


On Ocalan, he said: "Every 
human being has the right to a 
fair, open and just trial." ‘ 

A copy of his remarks - the first 
by a -Kurdish faction leader since 
Ocalan's detention - was faxed 
Thursday to The Associated Press 
in Cairo. 

The rival faction to TUIabani’s, 
the Kurdistan Democratic Parly, 
said later Thursday it hoped for “an 
end to violence and bloodshed and 
to find a peaceful political solution 


to the Kurdish issue." 

In a statement faxed to The AP 
in Cairo, the KDP said it also 
sought a fair trial for Ocalan. 

The KDP and PUK share control 
of a Kurdish autonomous zone in 
northern Iraq that was set up 
after the 1991 Gulf War by the 
United States. and its allies.

The protesters burned a 
Turkish flag in front of the par- 
liament building ns they shout- 
ed "Apo, Apo" - Ocalan's nick- 
name - and carried portraits of 
the guerrilla leader that read:

AMERICANS LEAVE BEHIND 
CAREERS, FAMILIES, 

TO HELP IN HEBRON 

IIFURON (AP) — As an assistant broker, Michael Guode embarked 
on a promising career in the United States. He made enough 
money to live a comfortable life spent with family and friends. 

But the 26 year-old Chicago resident felt dissatisfied. So lie 
buns up his suits three weeks ago. quit his job at Chicago's Board 
°t Trade and headed for the West Bank town of Hebron to rebuild 
Palestinian homes demolished by Israel. 

"It was not enough for me to shake my head and say ‘what a 
tragedy' when ! saw the violence around the world," said die 
sandy-haired, bearded Goode, wearing jeans and a white T-shirt. 

He came to Hebron as part of the Christian Peacemaker Team, a 
Chicago-based organization that sends volunteers from North 
America to trouble spots around the world for three-month stints. 

In Hebron, the group's eight activists, many of them 
Mennonites, they have their work cut out for them. 

The city of 130.000 Palestinians and 450 Jewish settlers is divid- 
ed into Palestinian- and Israeli-controlled sectors. In the smaller 
Israeli-run area in the center of the city, hundreds of Israeli sol- 
diers patrol the streets to guard the settlers. . 

Palestinian teen-agers frequently throw stones at the soldiers, 
^nd in recent months, Islamists have hurled hand grenades at 
sraelis and killed an elderly settler rabbi. 

Settlers have beaten Palestinian passers-by, overturned tables in

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THE GUARDIAN'S EDITORIAL: 
OCALAN MUST HAVE A FULL 
AND FAIR TRIAL 

THE KURDISH invasion of the Creek embassy in London ended 
peacefully yesterday (Thursday) as an extended period of inter- 
national turbulence begins. The ramifications of the Oralau 
affair go wide. Kurdish protests in Germany - leading to three 
deaths in Berlin - will put additional pressure on the Schrader 
(umlaut on o) government over its citizenship reform plans; 
Red-Green nerves will be stretched as lin ks and Kurds battle on 
German streets. Relations across the Aegean, hardly warm, may 
go into deep freeze while the consequences of the Greek min- 
isters’ resignations are digested. There will be reckoning to be 
made in Washington, Jerusalem and. at one remove, in Rome 
and The Hague, which played pass the parcel. 

And yet there may be something positive in the extent of 
diplomatic interest and - thanks to the Kurdish diaspora - civil- 
ian involvement in the fate of Oca Ian and. what it rapidly shades 
into, the question of how nation states should treat unrecon- 
ciled ethnic minorities which threaten their existence and iden- 
tity. The performance of the West in managing sTate breakup 
and ethnic conflict in the Balkans may not be especially cred- 
itable bur n start has now been made in establishing an appara- 
tus through which oppressed minorities can appeal. Turkey 
itself is part of the apparatus. The Kemalist inheritance has 
impelled successive Turkish governments to move forward .join 
the Council of Europe, apply to the European Union, or be ever 
the loyal Nato foot soldier on the eastern front. Perhaps more 
recognition and encouragement' might have been offered the 
lurks in the past in their western identification. But what is 
essential now, during the Ocfllan crisis, is that the Turks recog- 
nize their long term interests require symbolic integration in 
the Wesr. 

And that, practically speaking, must mean accepting that the 
Ocalnn trial is an object of international interest. If the evidence 
against Oc a I an is as strong as Turkish ministers have been say- 
ing, the more open and transparent the judicial process which 
• exhibits it, the more convincing any eventual condemnation. 
Due process is a human right even in the fraught circumstances 
or civil war. The Turks have won a tactical victory. What is need- 
ed now in Ankara is a sight ol strategy, not magnanimity bur a 
clear view uf national self-interest: that must lie in ad mitring 
foreign observers and ensuring full legal representation for the 
accused.

THE THREE-DAY uixupaiiuti of the Greek 
embassy in London in protest at the arrest 
of the Kurdish rebel leader Abdullah Oca Ian 
came to a peaceful end yesterday 
(Thursday) after police negotiators per- 
suaded nearly 80 protesters to give them- 
selves up and release the Greek clerk they 
had taken hostage. 

As the British siege was resolved, the 
Hirkish government - whose commandos 
seized Ocnlan after he left the Greek 
embassy compound in Nairobi on Monday 
nighr - initiated a widespread crackdown 
against dissent among Kurdish activists, in 
Istanbul alone, hundreds of people were 
arrested. 

The shockwaves of the alfair continued 
to spread out across Europe and the Middle 
hast. In Athens, three government minis- 
ters were sacked amid bitter recriminations 
over the abduction of the leader of the 
Kurdistan Workers' Party (PKK). 

In Strasbourg, Ocalan's Dutch lawyers 
filed ail urgent application at the European 
Court of Homan Rights, accusing Hirkey of 
violating his right to liberty and security 
and warning that there could be possible 
breaches of the right to life, right to a Fair 
trial and prohibition of torture. 

The court, which enforces compliance 
with the European Convention on Human 
Rights in the 40 member countries of the 
Council of Europe, has a little-known 
power to indicate to a member country 
that it should take interim measures "in the 
interests of the parties or of the proper 
conduct of proceedings” pending a hear- 
ing-. . . 

The Dutch lawyers were refused entry to 
Tbrkey on TYiesday and were, told that 
Ocalan would be represented by Turkish 
lawyers.

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WEST STEPS UP PRESSURE 
AS KOSOVO TALKS SEEM DEADLOCKED

Paris/Belgradc (DPA) — As lire Kosovo peace 
talks in France seemed to be grinding into 
deadlock. Western diplomats ratcheted up 
the pressure on the warring parties Friday in 
an attempt to achieve a breakthrough by the 
deadline of midday Saturday. 

If agreement is not reached between the 
Serb and Kosovar delegations by then, the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) 
has threatened to use air strikes to force a 
deal. 

Statements coming from both sides Friday 
indicated that the positions on both sides 
were as bard as ever. 

Tile leader of Kosovar Albanian delegation 
Hashim Thaci said the new draft peace plan 
presented by the conference organizers was 
not good for the Albanians. 

Yugoslav President Slobodan Milosevic 
warned in Belgrade that Yugoslavia would 
not surrender Kosovo in the face of threat- 
ened air attacks, Yugoslav cabinet sources 
said. 

Bombing threats against Yugoslavia signi- 
fied a warning to the ail people in the world 
who loved peace and freedom, Milosevic said 
at a meeting with a visiting parliamentary 
delegation from Cyprus. 

Yugoslav air force and air-defence units 
were ready to defend the sovereignty of 
iugoslavia and Kosovo, armed forces com- 
mander Spasoje Smiijanic said in Belgrade, 
*rb state television reported. 

Thad told Albanian-language journalists in 
Rambouillet: “We were given today the final 
draft of the agreement. Ir is no better than 
utc first. On the contrary. It only meets most 
of the points requested by the Serbian side." 

His statements were broadcast by 
Albanian state television.

A last-ditch mission by Madeleine Albright. 
Hubert Vedrine and Robin Cook could not be 
ruled out, the sources said at Rambouillet. 

The Serbs continue to oppose the station- 
ing of an international peacekeeping force in 
Kosovo to monitor a settlement. 

Western nations were uiging their nation- 
als to leave Yugoslavia immediately because 
of the apparent stalemate at the talks. 

In Paris, French Foreign Ministry spokes- 
woman Anne Gazeau-Secret said the slate of 
negotiations at Rambouillet were “causing 
much concern." 

But European Union mediator Wolfgang 
Petritsdi said in Rambouillet on Friday after- 
noon that both sides would get down to seri- 
ous work now that the deadline was 
approaching. 

He said that while from the outside it 
looked as if the negotiations were “in the 
middle of nowhere”, the fart was that 80 per 
cent of the goals had been reached. 

Petritsdi told a press conference that "we 
are convinced that time is adequate if there 
is the goodwill on both sides." 

United States mediator Christopher Hill 
was reported to have failed to meet Yugoslav 
President Slobodan Milosevic when he new 
to Belgrade on Friday In what was described 
by observers as a final attempt to persuade 
Milosevic to accept peace terms. 

Belgrade Radio B-92 said that instead he 
met with Yugoslav Foreign Minister Zivadin 
Jovanovlc.

It w.is 
regarded as unlikely that NATO Secret jry- 
Genoial Javier Solana would immediately call 
for air attacks against Serb targets if no 
agreement were reached. 

Although lie was empowered to do so by 
the North Atlantic Council, he also was 
required to consult NATO partners once 
more before any attacks. 

French Foreign Minister Alain Richard was 
quoted in the Le Figaro daily as saying that 
before any air attack, the situation was to be 
assessed and clarification made over the 
political targets it was hoped the attacks 
would achieve. 

In Brussels, sources said it was important 
to act jointly with Russia on the crisis. Russia 
strictly opposes any force against Serb tar- 
gets. 

Meanwhile, demonstrations planned at 
Rambouillet for Saturday by Serb and 
Kosovar-Albanian organizations have been 
banned by the local authority. 

In Belgrade, the deputy Yugoslav prime 
minister. Vuk Draskovic, said he was not basi- 
cally opposed to NATO ground troops being 
stationed In Kosovo. 

Draskovic, who used to be a member of 
groups opposed to the Milosevic govern- 
ment, said: “If someone offers to disarm 
Albanian terrorist units, then we should think 
about It." the Beta news agency quoted him 
as telling a loc.il radio station. 

His statement contradicts the long-held 
view of the Yugoslav leadership which oppos- 
es NATO forces safeguarding a peace in 
Kosovo. 

The body of a Serb civilian Wiled Thursday 
night by “Albanian terrorists" was found 
Friday near the town of Vudtrin in Kosovo, 
Radio Belgrade reported.

GENEVA (AFP) — The UN Human Rights Commissioner has 
called for independent observers to attend the trial of Kurdish 
rebel leader Abdullah Ocalan in Turkey.

"outstanding contributions in the spiritual and moral revival of 
Russia, and the preservation of peace and agreement in soci- 
ety." the president wrote In a statement. Alexy welcomed 
Yeltsin to his working residence in the afternoon, where the 
president presented him with the award. Yeltsin said he was 
"happy to live at the same lime" as Alexy, according to the 
Interfax news agency. Alexy's birthday is actually Feb. 23, but he 
marked it Friday to keep a celebration from coinciding with 
Lent. He has led Russia's Orthodox Church since 1990. and has 
presided over a resurgence of faith since the fell of communism, 
when anti-religious drives often forced religions to operate 
underground. The Patriarch has also led a drive to formally 
enshrine the Orthodox Church as Russia's main faith. A contro- 
versial. 1997 religion law recognizes Orthodoxy as the nation’s 
leading faith, and promises to respect Islam, Judaism, and 
Buddhism. But other denominations must prove they've been in 
Russia for, at least 15 years before they’re allowed full legal sta- 
tus! Critics have accused the Russian Orthodox Church of trying 
to drive smaller faiths out of Russia with the law, and fostering 
discrimination and suspicion against them.

US CONGRESS TO 
APPROVE 

JORDAN AID PACKAGE 


WASHINGTON W — The White 
House is expected to ask 
Congress as early as Friday for 
S300 million in extra U.S. aid 
for Jordan to boost the coun- 
try’s struggling economy and 
strengthen the military follow- 
ing the death of King Hussein, 
congressional sources said. 

The package, proposed by 
President Bill Clinton in the 
hours before Hussein’s death 
on Feb. 7, would provide 
Amman with SI 00 million for 
each of fhe next three years, on 
lop nr the SI 00 million in annu- 
al assistance already offered by 
Washington. 

Congressional sources said 
the new package would free up 
SI00 million this year in so- 
called balance of payments sup- 
port to bolster Jordan’s deplet- 
ed foreign exchange reserves. 
That money could also be used 
in repay debts and to help the 
government meet its other 
short-term obligations. 

Jordan’s military would also 
receive S200 million up-front 


under Clinton's plan. The mili- 
tary would benefit most under 
the three-year package, sources 
briefed by the White House 
said. Legislators expect the 
White House to submit a 
detailed funding request on 
Friday, to back up a larger finan- 
cial aid package coordinated by 
the Internationa] Monetary 
Fund. 

The House Appropriations 
Committee could vote on 
Clinton’s request in early 
March. Jordan's economy lias 
slowed sharply over the last 
three years, against the back- 
drop of a faltering Middle East 
pence process and turmoil in 
neighbouring Iraq. 

Jordan is also burdened by 
heavy debt. In rhe next few 
years, Amman has obligations 
to creditors totalling several 
hundred million dollars. The 
country still owes rhe United 
States S300 million to S400 mil- 
lion. Clinton said earlier this 
month that rhe United States 
would support a substantial 


rescheduling of Jordan's debts 
to bilateral creditors through 
the Paris Club of creditor 
nations on the basis of an IMF 
programme. 

The IMF typically plays a 
leading role in marshalling 
international financial support 
for countries in need and in 
coordinating debt relief. The 
IMF and Jordan have been 
negotiating a new three-year 
loan programme that would 
provide Amman with hundreds 
of millions of dollars in cash $u 
long as authorities pressed 
ahead with tough economic 
reforms. 

Jordan’s Central Hank 
Governor Ziynd Fariz said on 
Thursday that terms of an IMF 
accord had been broadly 
agreed, but talks would cuntiu- 
tic on a number of outstanding 
issues. IMF officials said they 
expected the programme tu be 
put to the board some time in 
March.

Jordanians, and the multilateral agencies 
helping this country, goes along with < 
employment creation, and comes from either I 
very large projects or small and medium enter- i 
prises. Large countries like China can indulge in < 
vast employment-creation events, such as t 
building dams with labor intensive methods, < 
bur for sustainable growth, these grand pro- I 
jects have to be followed by more of the same, « 
to make the long-term effects substantial. I 
Jordan's employment creation cannot be left to 
its large companies. Their growth will be main- < 
ly from increases in cilidency, including labor i 
efficiency along with modern technolugic.il 
aids, hardly employment-creation. We have to 
think and act dilFcrcntly and promote work 
(productive vvnrkl hy the development of much 
smaller economic entities, mainly at the micro- 
enterprise level. 

IWn obstacles remain. First, although it used 
to be said that there was "more money titan 
good pmjects" today the opposite is truer. 
Private organizations complain that they can- 
not get funding for their projects, even though 
their feasibility is not questioned. Second, 
there is u gre.il need for an opeiational infra- 
5tnicture to give ivol meaning to rhe term 
'enterprise culture.' Tile few pmjects we hoar 
about cannot, by themselves, creme this envi- 
ronment; they can survive and perhaps multi- 
ply within such an environment. They have spe- 
cific targets, conditioned by project design and 
by their clients. There needs to be a multiplici- 
ty of institutions to support and produce a ‘crit- 
ical mass' of work in order for the framework 
to be filled out and projects ro be in the hun- 
dreds or more rather than in the tens or twen- 
ties as at present. 

A good example of the way that things can 
go, is the ongoing World Bank project in Egypt 
that includes a program, which began in a 
small way but now of vast proportions, 
designed to help create, nourish and expand a 
whole new modem sector for the micro-enter- 
prise. Against mosr observer's,- donors', 
experts' expectations, this venture has become 
a resounding success. Now, ail donors clamor 
to be associated with it. Up to now, over 
200,000 jobs have been created in about 
60,000 new enterprises. But these results were 
accomplished only after the realization that, 
firstly, commercial banks should not be asked 
to stand on their head, against their very 
nature as lending institutions, and waive con- 
siderations of security and collateral for start- 
up loans; and secondly, that a set of interven- 
ing organizations needed to be identified or 
even created to run the program from an exec- 
utive and technical point of view. Because this 
project was in design, a multi-sectoral affair, it 
was not given to any one ministry to execute. 
It stayed directly underthe office of the prime 
ministry. No one administration could produce 
the multiplying effect so essential to the pro- 


gram. if it was to become a national initiative. 

This notion of a triangular relationship, con- 
sisting of the (ending bank, the client (or bene- 
ficiary as the World Bank preferred to call him) 
and an executing agency proved to be the most 
critical element in this successful project. It 
released the banks from their normal lending 
constraints, allowing them to deal with institu- 
tions possessing guarantees and stability, as 
well as individuals having projects with a dif- 
ferent condition of collateral and security. 

Where did this third nnn come from? In 
addition to non-government nl-cugaiiizat ions, 
(the NGOs), well established and known for 
their interest in such operations, the universi- 
ties and technical colleges which had any inter- 
est in the future employment of the students 
were drawn in and became, after some coach- 
ing. proficient agencies in the execution of pro- 
jects. As most of the promising entrepreneurs 
in that country were new and recent gradu- 
ates, this set of contributing institutions 
proved to be a solid rock of support Fur the 
program. It was not an easy task to convince 
academics to participate, hut given the proper 
incentives they, like miters, were persuaded 
and came in as part of a mute general inlet fac- 
ing between the project awl the education sys- 
tem. Also, new NGOs were created to add in 
those nliently existing and these too, alter 
adapting their perspectives ro such a novel 
arrangement proved Co he exceptionally suc- 
cessful. 

All these were in addition to self-help 
groups, formed by interested individuals for a 
limited and specific economic purpose, say, 
raising beef cattle, or servicing computer 
users, or even providing a range of administra- 
tive and technical services to large companies, 
in both private and public sectors. After train- 
ing and orientation courses, ail these have 
found their place alongside and supporting 
one-man businesses such as the artist with a 
computer (borrowed on loan) designing for a 
textile company, or groups of tradesmen join- 
ing together to offer domestic plumbing, elec- 
trical, and deaning services in their communi- 
ty. The supporting efforts did not stop there; 
they include now co-operative efforts for 
export opportunities with that country's 
embassies and external trade offices, which 
became proficient in seeking out avenues and 
markets for new Egyptian products. 

In his recent press conference In Amman, the 
IMF Vice President Stanley Fisher referred to 
the feet that Egypt has recently pp|led up its 
economic bootstraps, and thrown off the . 
dependency culture that prevailed in that coun- 
try for so long. In his statement, he addressed

WASHINGTON (R> — The White 
House is expected to ask 
Congress as early as Friday for 
5300 million in extra U.S. aid 
for Jordan to boost the coun- 
try's struggling economy and 
strengthen the military follow- 
ing the death of King Hussein, 
congressional sources said. 

The package, proposed by

E conomic growth, so dear to the hearts of 
Jordanians, and the multilateral agencies 
helping this country, goes along with 
employment creation, and comes from either 
very large projects or small and medium enter- 
prises. Large countries like China can indulge in 
vast employment-creation events, such as 
building dams with labor intensive methods, 
but for sustainable growth, these grand pro- 
jects have to be followed by more of the same, 
to make the long-term effects substantial. 
Jordan's employment creation cannot be left to 
its large companies. Their growth will be main- 
ly from increases in efficiency, including labor 
efficiency along with modern technological 
aids, hardly employment-creation. We have to 
think and act differently and promote work 
(productive work) by the development of much 
smaller economic entities, mainly at the micro- 
enterprise level. 

Itoo obstacles remain. First, although it used 
to be said that (here was "more money than 
good projects" today the opposite is truer. 
Private organizations complain that they can- 
not get funding for their projects, even though 
their feasibility is tun questioned. Second, 
there is a great need lor ait operational infra- 
structure to give real meaning to the term 
'enterprise culture.' The few projects vve hear 
about cannot, by themselves, create this envi- 
ronment; they can survive and perhaps multi- 
ply within such an environment. They have spe- 
cific targets, conditioned by project design and 
by their clients. There needs to be a multiplici- 
ty of institutions to support and produce a ‘crit- 
ical mass' of work in order for the framework 
to be filled out and projects to be in the hun- 
dreds or more rather than in the tens or twen- 
ties as at present. 

A good example of the way rhat things can 
go, is the ongoing World Bank project in Egypt 
that includes a program, which began in a 
small way but now of vast proportions, 
designed to help create, nourish and expand a 
whole new modern sector for the micro-enter- 
prise. Against most observer's, donors', 
experts’ expectations, this venture lias become 
a resounding success. Now, all donors damor 
to be associated with it. Up to now, over 
200,000 jobs have been created in about 
60,000 new enterprises. But these results were 
accomplished only after the realization that, 
firstly, commercial banks should not be asked 
to stand on their head, against their very 
nature as lending institutions, and waive con- 
siderations of security and collateral for start- 
up loans; and secondly, that a set of interven- 
ing organizations needed to be identified or 
even created to run the program from an exec- 
utive and technical point of view. Because this 
project was in design, a multi-sectoral affair, it 
was not given to any one ministry to execute. 
It stayed directly under the office of the prime 
ministry. No one administration could produce 
the multiplying effect so essential to the pro- 


gram, if it was to become a national initiative. 

This notion of a triangular relationship, con- 
sisting of the lending bank, the diem (or bene- 
ficiary as the Worid Bank preferred to call him) 
and an executing agency proved to be the most 
critical element in this successful project. It 
released the banks from their normal lending 
constraints, allowing them to deal with institu- 
tions possessing guarantees and stability, as 
well as individuals having projects with a dif- 
ferent condition of collateral and security. 

Where did this third nnn conic from? In 
addition lo ncin-govcrnuienfal-organizations, 
(the NGOs), well established and known for 
their interest in such operations, the universi- 
ties and technical colleges which had any inter- 
est in the future employment of die students 
were drawn in and became, after some coach- 
ing, proficient agencies in the execution of pro- 
jects. As most of die promising entrepreneurs 
in that country were new and recent gradu- 
ates, this set of contributing institutions 
proved to be a solid rock of support fur the 
program. It was not an easy task to convince 
academics to participate, Init given the proper 
incentives they, like others, were persuaded 
and came in .is part of a more general interfac- 
ing between the project and l lie education sys- 
tem. Also, new NGOs were created co acid to 
those already existing and these too. after 
adapting their perspectives ro such a novel 
arrangement proved lo lie exceptionally suc- 
cessful. 

All these were in addition ro self-help 
groups, formed by interested individuals for a 
limited and specific economic purpose, say, 
raising beef cattle, or servicing computer 
users, or even providing a range of administra- 
tive and technical services to large companies, 
in both private and public sectors. After train- 
ing and orientation courses, all these have 
found their place alongside and supporting 
one-man businesses such as the artist with a 
computer (borrowed on loan) designing for a 
textile company, or groups of tradesmen join- 
ing together to offer domestic plumbing, elec- 
trical, and cleaning services in their communi- 
ty. The supporting efforts did not stop there; 
they indude now co-operative efforts for 
export opportunities with that country’s 
embassies and external trade offices, which 
became proficient in seeking out avenues and 
markets for new Egyptian products. 

In his recent press conference inAhiman, the 
IMF Vice President Stanley Fisher referred to 
the fact that Egypt has recently pulled up Its 
economic bootstraps, and thrown off the 
dependency culture that prevailed in that coun- 
try for so long. In his. statement, he addressed 
this country by saying “if Egypt can do it, so can 
we do it herel" This applies more so to the 
development of an enterprise culture. Jordan 
has ‘spirit’ in the good old-fashioned meaning, 
it has to show something similar to the mod- 
em world - a ‘spirit of enterprise.' :..p. 
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EUROPEAN CENTRAL BANK 
REMAINS DEAF 


FRANKFURT (AFP) — The European Cenrra] 
Bank (ECB) on Thursday remained deaf to 
recent calls for lower interest rates, holding 
its key rates unchanged for the next two 
weeks. 

As widely expected by economists, the 
ECB set its refinancing (or “refi") rate at 
3.00 percent, unchanged since the bank 
took over the reins of monetary policy for 
the entire euro zone at the start of the year. 
And it also kept its two other rates the 
deposit rate and the marginal lending rate 
at 2.00 percent and 4.50 percent respec- 
tively. 

“The governing council confirmed its 
earlier assessment that the prospects for 
price stability remain favourable and that 
no strong pressures either upward or 
downward can be Identified the bank 
said in a statement released following the 
meeting. 

The ECB was therefore standing firm in 
the face of political pressure, most notably 
from the German Finance Minister Oskar 
Lafontaine and his French counterpart 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn, to Lower interest 
rates In the face of falling growth in 
Europe. 

Lafontaine attended the regular fort- 
nightly meeting of the ECB's policy-making 
governing council on Thursday, along with 
the Ell's commissioner for monetary affairs 


Yves- Thibault de Silguy. And although nei- 
ther had a vote in the final decision on 
rates, the German finance minister had 
been expected to set out the case for stim- 
ulating the euro-zone economy. 

But the ECB had already sent out signals 
that it would keep rates on hold earlier in 
the week with the publication of its 
February monthly report. In the report, the 
central bank said that euro- zone interest 
rates “are very low by international and his- 
torical standards" and “monetary and finan- 
cial conditions are therefore favourable for 
sustained growth of output and employ- 
ment in the euro area in line with price sta- 
bility." 

The outlook for price stability remains 
favourable, with euro area-wide consumer 
price inflation continuing to stow and the 
ECB's other main monetary policy indicator, 
the broad money aggregate M3, also point- 
ing to a stable trend. 

As for the widely anticipated slowdown 
in economic growth in the euro area this 
year, “the extent and duration of such a 
weakening of economic activity remain a 
matter o'f uncertainty", the central bank 
said. 

Economists had said that the latest 
developments on the wage front in 
Germany also suggested that ECB would be 
reluctant to ease monetary conditions for 


fear of triggering inflationary pressures. 

In the key metal sector, which sets the 
standards for other industries in Germany, 
unions and management struck a last- 
minute deal giving employees a pay rise of 
over four percenr. While the settlement is 
initially only for a single region, critics fear 
it could become a new benchmark, prompt- 
ing unions across Europe to push for above- 
inflation wage rises. Finally, the recent 
weakening of the euro was another argu- 
ment against an early rate cut. 

The single currency fell as low as 1.1 165 
dollars on Tuesday, the lowest level yet 
since its launch. 

While the ECB flatly rejects any sort of 
exchange rate target and did not mention 
the recent decline in the euro in the state- 
ment announcing the rate decision it 
insists it does watch the external value of 
its currency very closely when making its 
monetary policy decisions. 

The ECB said on Thursday that it would 
conduct the second longer- term refinanc- 
ing operation, which will be settled on 
February 1999, as a variable rate tender. 

As already announced, a total 15 billion 
euros would be allotted in the tender, the 
central bank said. The longer-term refi- 
nancing operations do not have any mone- 
tary policy implications. 


RUSSIA TO GET EUROPEAN 

FOOD AID 


MOSCOW (AP| — Russia and the European 
Union have worked out disagreements 
holding up S 500 million in EU food aid, 
which should start arriving in Russia in 
March, officials said Friday. 

The EU froze the deal for grain, meat and 
dairy aid earlier this month over new con- 
ditions Russia set, and talks in Moscow and 
Brussels Last week failed to bridge the gap.. 
Negotiators from both sides solved their 
problems in Brussels on Thursday, said 
Bertrand Soret, the EU spokesman in 
Moscow. The agreement came while 


President Boris Yeltsin met with the EU’s 
top officials in Moscow. 

A tender among European companies for 
supplying the food will be held in the next 
few days, and the aid is expected to start 
coming in March, Soret said. Russia agreed 
to drop a $ 500 levy on trucks delivering 
die food, one of the conditions that had 
stalled die agreement, Soret said. Soret did 
not know, however, whether the deal 
reached Thursday would allow Russia to 
keep another of its conditions: that some of 
the grain deliveries be stored In silos 


before they are transported to distribution 
points. . 

The EU fears that could increase the risk 
of fraud and is demanding guarantees from 
the Russian government that the aid will be 
properly distributed. Sumc humanitarian 
aid deliveries in the past have been misap- 
propriated. Prime Minister Yevgeny 
Primakov promised the HU* officials 
Thursday that he would keep the aid under 
his personal control. 


AUSTRALIANS DENY 

Y2K BUG 


CANBERRA (AP) — Nearly half of all 
Australian businesses plan to ignore the 
Year 2000 computer bug problem, a sur- 
vey released Friday said. Of the business- 
es that plan to take action against the 
millennium bug problem, half had not 
even begun to do so by October last year, 
the Australian Bureau of Statistics said. 
The problem, known as Y2K. refers to 
the fact that some computer systems rec- 
ognize only the final two digits of the 
year, leading ro potential failure when 
the clocks tick over to 2000 . 

The bureau said 93 percent of busi- 
nesses were aware of Y2K but only 58 


percent had taken action or would act 
before January 2000 to avoid problems 
caused by the computer bug. 

In total, 42 percent of all businesses 
mainly small businesses or farmers did 
not plan to take action against Y2K. 
Sixteen percent of businesses had begun 
work to combat the problem, 13 per cent 
were either testing or had completed 
their Year 2000 preparation and 30 per- 
cent had yet to begin. 

The electricity, gas and water supply 
industry was most likely to have already 
taken action against Y2K, while the con- 
struction industry was least likely, the 


survey found. A quarter of businesses 
said they-did not believe they would be 
affected and 16 percent were either 
unsure what action to take or unaware of 
the problem. The survey found 99 per- 
cent of large businesses employing 200 
people or more were aware of the prob- 
lem, compared to only 54 percent of 
small businesses with only one to four 
employees. 

The survey said only 13 percent of all 
businesses had begun developing contin- 
gency plans for disruptions catjsed by 
Y2K, with the iowest rate in agriculture,

OOTTi 1 Havel 
asthma. For the past 
year, I have had fre- 
quent attacks that are 
only partially relieved 
by Inhalers. 1 am reluc- 
tant to use steroids. 
Now my doctor propos- 
es a new drug called a 
leukotrlene modifier. 
What's the story? Is It 
safe? 

DEAR READER: Asthma 

attacks are often caused by 
inflammation of the 
bronchial lining. 

Leukotrienes are potent 
substances in the body that 
worsen this inflammation 
and contribute to increased 
mucus production. 

Researchers have long 
worked to discover medi- 
cine that would block these 
leukotrienes, and finally, 
they have succeeded. Three 
new prescription medica- 
tions have now been 
released: zafiiiukast 

(Accolate), zilcnton (Zyflo) 
and mantel ukast (Singulair). 
These drugs antagonize the 
action of leukotrienes in the 
bronchial lining, thereby ■ 
helping to prevent asthma 
attacks. Here's a quick run- 
down on each: 

Accolate is generally well 
tolerated. Side eflects 
include headache, infection, 
nausea and diarrhea. It 
interacts adversely with sev- 
eral medicines, including 
Dilantin, Propulsid, 

Hismanal and Coumadin. 
Women who are breast- 
feeding should not take it. 

It should he used cautiously 
in the elderly and in the 
presence of liver disease. 
The usual dose is 20 mil- 
ligrams twice daily on an 
empty stomach. 

Zyflo is similarly well toler- 
ated. It may cause heart- 
burn, headache, infection 
and — in a tiny percentage 
I of patients — worsening 
I asthma. It can also cause 
I mild liver inflammation, so 
periodic blood tests must 
be performed. It, too, reacts 
badly with the prescription 
drugs listed above. It is con- 
traindicated in women who 
arc breast-feeding or in 
patients with liver disease. 
The usual dose is 600 mg. 
four times a day with or 
without food. 

Singulair produces similar, 
but fewer, side effects, 
including indigestion, dizzi- 
ness, infection and rash. It. 
too, can occasionally cause 
mild liver inflammation and 
should not be used by nurs- 
ing mothers. The usual dose 
is 10 mg. a day.

DON'T IGNORE TRIGLYCERIDES 


I f you’ve had your choles- 
terol tested, the lab report 
will show your total choles- 
terol, HDL and LDL levels. It 
may also tell you the status of 
your triglycerides, fats that cir- 
culate in your bloodstream 
and, tike cholesterol, appear to 
raise your risk of heart disease. 

Like cholesterol, triglyc- 
erides are found in dietary fats 
and oils. Therefore, a diet rich 
in fat can boost your blood lev- 
els of both triglycerides and 
cholesterol. Your body can also 
manufacture triglycerides from 
sugars, including the kind 
found In alcohol. So. even if 
you have a low total choles- 
terol reading, you may have 
high triglycerides. You need to 
have them checked. 

High triglyceride levels are 
bad news because they slow 
the rate at which your liver 
clears LDL cholesterol From 
your blood. That means you 


have considerably more bad 
cholesterol traveling in your 
bloodstream and depositing 
itself on the inside walls of 
your arteries, setting the scene 
for stroke and heart attack. In 
other words, high triglyceride 
levels and high LDL cholesterol 
levels are a dangerous combi- 
nation. 

Ideally, your triglycerides 
should be 200 mg/dl or lower. 
Readings over 200 mg/dl are 
cause for concern if your I.D1, 
cholesterol levels are also high! 
(over 160 mg/dl). Regardless of 
your LDL levels, triglyceride 
readings over 500 mg/dl can be 
very dangerous, putting you at 
risk of both heart disease and 
pancreatitis, a potentially fatal 
inflammation of the pancreas. 

Tite best way to lower your 
triglyceride levels, which 
also the best way to lower you 
LDL cholesterol levels, is to cut 
back on fat.

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THE BUGS ARE HERE TO STAY 






WASHINGTON (DM) — 
Bugs, hugs, and more 
bugs. With aach gassing 
year and each new pro- 
gram release or 
upgrade, software bugs 
seem fle multiply rather 
than diminish. They've 
the cause of system 
crashjss, corrupted data, 
user frustration, and 
untold hours of lest pro- 
ductivity 

In this age of supposedly 
“easy-to-use'' software, comput- 
er users are being asked to put 
up with what seems like an 
increasing number of program- 
ming problems and glitches. 

"You really can't get rid of 
software bugs, 1 ' Ding Wang, a 
Washington, D.C-based com- 
puter programmer told 
Deutsche Presse Agentur (DPA). 
“The way software is written 
today, it's almost impossible," 
Wang said. 

That assessment would come 
as no surprise to most software 
users. In a recent Internet-based 
survey conducted by World 
Research of San Jose, California. 

. fully 79 peicent of computer 
users reported that they had 
purchased or downloaded a 
software program over the past 
three years only to And that it 
was flawed by one or more seri- 
ous software bugs. 

So what’s a software user to 
do? One of the best ways to 


avoid dealing with potentially 
project-stopping software sna- 
fus is to stay abreast of the bugs 
that have already been discov- 
ered In many of today's popular 
programs. 

That's where a number of 
“bug swatting" Web sites can 
come in handy. These Web sites 
are devoted to logging software 
problems as reported by the 
user community and software 
manufacturers themselves. And 
they can be a boon to anyone 
who is thinking of purchasing a 
new program and would like to 
get the latest news on the possi- 
ble problems that can be expect- 
ed. 

One of the oldest and best 
bug-tracking sites is BugNet, at 
http://www.bugn et.com. BugNet 
not only provides copious infor- 
mation about problems in most 
popular software packages, but 
also directs users to areas of the 
internet that contain bug patch- 
es or fixes - programs intended 
to repair software flaws. 

One of the best features of 
BugNet is its search capability, 
which allows you to type in the 
name of a program about which 
you would like to receive bug 
reports. Once the search is com- 
pleted, bug report resulrs are 
presented neatly as hypertext 
links, with one-line summaries. 
Selecting a link will take you to a 
full description of the bug and 
list possible remedies. 


Visitors to the BugNet Web 
site can add to its wealth of 
information by using an on- 
screen form to report bugs, soft- 
ware glitches, or incompatibili- 
ties. The editors at BugNet pur- 
portedly screen all bug reports 
and respond to contributors on 
occasion. 

A far less glamorous but still 
useful Web site for learning 
about software problems is 
"Bugs and Fixes, "at 
http^/www. spanbauer.com/bugs 
.htm. Maintained by an editor at 
a popular computer magazine, 
“Bugs and Fixes", while far less 
exhaustive than BugNet, con- 
tains only bugs that have been 
verified by several sources. 
Organized by month and year, 
"Bugs and Fixes" is relatively 
easy to scan and search through. 

Of course, you can always go 
directly to a software vendor's 
Web site to find out whether a 
bug that you have discovered 
has been verified hy the manu- 
facturer. Software giant 
Microsoft provides Its own data- 
base of reported software prob- 
lems at hitpifcupporthiiaosoft.com. 
Corel Corporation, makers of 
WordPerfect and CorelDraw, 
provide patches for its programs 
at http://www.corel.com/sup- 
port/ftpsite/ftpindex.htm. And 
Lotus, the last of the big three 
office suite manufacturers, 
offers a bare bones support rite 
at http^vwwAippottlotuscnm. 


Keep in mind, though, that 
with the general exception of 
Microsoft, the support you'll 
find on the Web sites of must 
software makers tends to be 
general in nature — and the 
most you can usually hope for is 
that a patch provided free for 
downloading will solve the 
problem that you are having. 

One of the main reasons 
behind the proliferation of bugs 
today is that applications have 
become so large that it's rare 
when one individual program- 
mer has complete control over 
an entire project. 

Typically, software developers 
work on just one small part of 
application — such as a dialog 
box — and may be unaware of 
how that slice of the program 
fits in to the bigger picture. 

"In my last job, I wrote code 
for a month before 1 even knew 
exactly what the code would be 
used for," Ynser Chanaa, a uni th- 
em Virginia-based programmer, 
told DFA. With increasing com- 
petition in the software world, 
in-house testing is also often cut 
short in the interest of bringing 
a product to market quickly. And 
with no end in sight to these 
trends, the importance of bug- 
reporting Web sites is not likely 
to diminish anytime soofi.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In a dra- 
matic courtroom confrontation, 
the US government alleged that 
Compaq Computer Corp. passed 
secret inlbrmniion to Microsoft 
Corp. about an upstart

David Buies, a Justice 
Department lawyer, made the 
accusation 'Huirsday in seeking 
to discredit testimony by a 
senior Compaq executive and 
Microsoft witness in the 
antitrust trail of the computer 
software giant. 

The witness, John T. Rose, a 
senior vice president of 
Compaq, testified be was 
unaware that Iris company had 
passed along to Microsoft any 
confidential information about 
Be Inc., which also makes a com- 
puter operating system. 

Passing secrets obtained 
under a so-called nondisclosure 
agreement to another compa- 
ny's rival is extremely serious, 
the industry’s equivalent to 
being caught cheating on a 
spouse. 

"Microsoft has such power in 
the industry that Compaq feels 
it is in Compaq's interest to 
share the details of 'confidential 
negotiations." Boies said. 

A lawyer for Compaq. William 
CosUni. called the accusation a 
"cheap dial stunt" and com- 
plained to U.S. District Judge 
iboinas I 'onfield Jackson that 
his courtroom wax being "sul- 
lied." 

The judge ended the episode 
after the witness denied any 
knowledge of a disclosure. But 
he seemed content with assur- 
ances from Boies when he 
asked, "You have a good-fail It 
basis for that?"

relatively unknown products that 
can substitute for established 
Unix programs and, more impor- 
tantly, for Microsoft's dominant 
Windows NT software program 
for corporate computers. Linux 
comprised about 17 percent of> 
die software shipped for running 
business machines last year, up 
from 7 percent in 1997, says 
International Data Corp,, a high- 
tech research firm. 

“Linux has come out of almost 
nowhere and quickly become tlie 
darling of certain elements of the 
programming community,” said 
Tim Bajarin, president of the 
Creative Strategies Inc. consult- 
ing firm, based iq Campbell, 
California. 

However, it remains to be seen 
if Linux breaks out of jts status as 
a niche product and spurs mass 
demand among customers, 

Users rave about Linux's posi- 
tive attributes, such as Its ten- 
dency not to crash and -its fieri- 
billty. Developed in the early . 
1990s by ;.a Finnish, student ' 


named Linus Torvalds, Linux can 
be downloaded for free off the 
Internet. And unlike Microsoft's 
software blueprints, Linux's 
source code is shared over the 
Web, which makes it easy for 
programmers to blend in 
improvements. 

As a result, a small conage 
industry of developers around 
the globe has sprang up. But 
- there still are relatively few soft- 
ware applications that run on the 
Linux system, particularly com- 
pared to Windows-compatible 
programs. One exception: Corel 
Corp., a major Tbronto software 
maker, plans to sell a package of 
business software. Including 
Word Perfect, made for Linux 
computers. 

While systems administrators 
and programmers at companies 
increasingly, are embracing 
Linux; many corporate managers 
are heavily committed to 
Microsoft through growing 
investments in Windows for 
desktop . .-computers-' 1 and 
Windows NT., fot business 


machines. 

"Tlie momentum for Windows 
and Windows NT is extremely 
strong," Bajarin said. "Microsoft 
is not going to give up any terri- 
tory wirhout a major competitive 
fight." 

The ambivalence was echoed 
by technology officers at several 
large companies. James Scon, 
director of information technolo- 
gy ar Corning Inc., said Coming 
researchers currently were run- 
ning Linux on just two of the 
company's 3,000 computers. 

"I would say it will become 
more common, but not in the 
short-term," Scott said. "IBM's 
marketing has gone a little bit 
crazy there." 

But at Bristol Hotels and 
Resorts, q Dallas-based chain of 
120 hotels, technicians use 
about half-a-dozen Linux com- 
puters to develop Internet soft- 
ware that will -perform such 
tasks as letting hotel guests, 
make reservations online. The 
company hopes to vastly 
Increase its use of Linux .as the 


Internet becomes more impor- 
tant to its business, 

"I'm very, very hopeful that 
the user community in the 
world will recognize this as an 
alternative and choose to 
embrace it," said Joshua 
Norrid, director of application 
development at Bristol, which 


uses about 4,000 computers. 

Whether Microsoft faces 
strong competition has 
become an important issue in 
its unfolding antitrust trial in 
Washington, which accuses 
Microsoft of unfairly squelch- 
ing rivals,

S omeday, Texas bassist 
Tommy Shannon will be 
the answer ro a blues 
question on "Jeopardy." 
Shannon played with both 
Johnny Winter and Stevie Ray 
Vaughan when the guitarists 
became Che blues stars of their 
respective generations. 

‘‘A lot of people don't realize 
what a big deal it was when 
Johnny Winter made lus debut 
at the Fillmore East with B.B. 
King in I9G9," Shannon recalls. 
"We were living in Texas, sleep- 
ing on floors, and it was one of 
those overnight success stories. 
That was the year of all the big 
pop festivals. We played 
Woodstock, and after that 
every major city was having 
these giant festivals. It was like 


a dream come true." 

Oddly enough. Shannon says 
that there was little difference 
in his accompaniment strategy 
to the two guitar giants. 

“I used the same approach to 
playing with Johnny that l later 
used with Stevie." says 
Shannon. "It was the same kind 
of band. We never rehearsed. It 
was an intuitive thing. When 
you have three people up there 
playing in that format it opens 
up a whole Held of possibilities 
and we just sort of rode on top 
of that. 

"Johnny was more into the 
older country blues like Robert 
Johnson, all the way back to the 
Reid hollers. That was his 
biggest influence, and of course 
Muddy Waters. Johnny and 
Stevie's styles of guitar playing 
were totally different. Stevie, 
obviously he liked old blues by 


people like Robert Johnson too. 
but I think he drew more nt his 
influence from people like 
Albert King. Albert Collins. 
Buddy Guy and Muddy Waters, 
and of course Jimi Hendrix. 

Along with Winter's fascina- 
tion with country blues came a 
virtuoso technical expertise in 
slide guitar and dobro. 

“Johnny's an amazing slide 
player," agrees Shannon, "he 
plays in five different timings. 
When I first started playing 
with him, we were a copy band 
playing ‘By the Time I Get to 
Phoenix.' After the gigs Johnny 
would sir and play the guitar. It 
was the drummer, Uncle John, 
who said we should become a 
blues band. There was a big 
blues revival going on at this 
time, with John Mayall and 
Canned Heat. That's when all 
kinds of music

Shannon doesn't believe the 
old adage that lightning never 
strikes twice in the same place. 

“I met Stevie and Johnny nt 
the same club in Dallas. The 
Fog. I was playing with a sutil 
band there, eight hours a night. 
Uncle John was the drummer in 
that hand. He quit, went to 
Houston and honked up with 
Johnny. They came in one niglu 
and I was just blown away by 
Johnny. They asked me to join 
the band." 

“When we broke up with 
Johnny I flew back to Dallas and 
that night 1 went out and I 
thought I'd go down to The Fog 
and see if any of my old buddies 
were there. As I was walking in 
I heard this guitar player wliu 
stood out against all this back- 
ground noise and conversation. 
Then I got to the stage and saw 
this scrawny 15-year-old kid. It 
was Stevie. We became friends 
right away. The older musicians 
were ignoring him, they were 
just treating him like he was 
some little punk kid. 1 remem- 
ber telling him that he was 
already belter than these guvs." 

Within a few years Shannon 
began playing in Vaughan's 
hand. 

"In 1981 wc toured all over 
the country in a converted milk 
truck," Shannon recalls. “We 
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went to do the Mmilieux I esti- 
val in Europe, that’s when we 
met Jackson Rmwne. who let us 
use his studio, where we 
refolded 'Texas l-Tond.' That 
was just silling in tile can until 
John Hammond came along, lie 
convinced Epic to sign us. 
Before that no record compa- 
nies wauled to have anything to 
do with us because we were a 
blues hand." 

"It's strange, with Jolumy. we 
had a blues trio, and when our 
records eanie out it helped a lot 
of the original blues guvs like 
Muddy Waters, Albert King. 
Albert Collins. Then Stevie 
comes out with a three-piece 
blues band and the same thing 
happens. So it's like every gen- 
eration. somebody comes along 
and keeps it alive." 

Shannon just recently dis- 
banded his gump. Double 
Trouble, and is concentrating 
on doing work in his Texas stu- 
dio. 

"We're going to act as a 
house baud and record some 
interesting people," he pi onus- 
es. “We've already got one 
high-profile top-set rei session 
in the woiks." 

Now the quest ion becomes 
Is there annthei young super- 
star guilaiisi mu there waiting 
for Shannon to find him?' 

"Obviously I hope so,” 
Shannon admits. ‘‘Hut il there 
was somebody I'd have heard 
about him already."

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MYLLYLA TAKES GOLD IN 
30 KM WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP 
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RAMSAU, Austria, (R) — Finland's Mika 
Myllyla clinched world championship cross- 
country gold on Friday in the 30 km freestyle 
race, an event he almost refused to enter. 

Myllyla, Olympic champion over this dis- 
tance at the 1998 Nagano Games, docked a 
time of one hour 15 minutes 26.2 seconds 
with Norwegians Thomas Alsgaard and Bjorn 
Daehlie taking silver and bronze. 

Myllyla, who has two relay bronzes and a 
silver over 50 km from the 1994 Lillehammer 
Olympics, was stunned with his second world 
championships gold. He won the 50 km race 
at Trondheim, Norway in 1 997. 

“1 never dreamed I could win this race," 
Myllyla said. "The conditions were perfect for 
me." 

“A week ago 1 thought I would give the 30 
km a miss — as my best distance is 50 km. 
Then came the World Cup In Seefeld, and I 
changed my mind." 

Myllyla's only World Cup win of the season 
came in the final race before Ramsau over 30 
km. 

For the sport's undisputed king, Daehlie, 
who has only one title over 30 km which dares 
back to 1993, Friday's bronze marked the 
28th medal of his career and his l Oth from 
world championships. 

Daehlie plans to compete in all five dis- 
tances in Ramsau despite a recent bout of 
influenza and inflammation of the vocal cords 
which forced him to give the last World Cup 
event a miss. 



TWO REFEREES EXPERIMENT 
LIKELY TO BE APPROVED 
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FIFA president Sepp Blatter, who along 
with UEFA president Lennart Johansson will 
be in Cardiff, said this week lie was in favor 
of a UEFA initiative to experiment witli two 
referees in selected matches in the 1999- 
2000 season. 

“Right now, the idea has the full-backing 
of FIFA and it is worth pursuing" he said. 

UEFA spokesman Frits Ahlstroem added: 
"Thirty seven of our top referees were can- 
vassed for their views" on the two-referee 
experiment at our course in Portugal this 
week and a large majority were in favor of 
the idea. 

“However, 35 of the 37 said that they did 
not believe the system could work, but 
were prepared to experiment with it." 

Every referee, he said, was in favor of 
using some technological device, either a 
camera or a sensor, to help determine 
whether the ball had crossed the line for a 
goal. 

“They were all very much in favor of that 
experiment," he added. 

UEFA want to stage the two-referee 
experiment at a high level and it is likely to 
be used in the Norwegian second division, 
and either a first or second division In at 
least two other European countries. 

It is also likely.to be used in qualifying 
matches for the UEFA under-18 champi- 
onship. 

TVials using two referees were given seri- 
ous consideration as. long ajjq 'as Match 
1 935 - when an England X! played the Rest 


and was used again two months later when 
a side representing the English League met 
West Bromwich Albion. 

Bur a proposal that all English matches 
should be controlled by two referees was 
rejected by the English League in June 
1935. 

A plan to use two referees again in pre- 
season matches prior to the start of the 
1937-38 season was also rejected. 

Although the subject has been discussed 
a number of times since and various one- 
off experiments have taken place across 
Europe, next season's trial, if it goes ahead, 
will be on an unprecedented scale. 

UEFA is keen because the faster pace of 
modern soccer and the intense media 
attention on referees has pur them under 
increasingly relentless pressure. 

Another proposal expected to be 
approved will be automatic yellow cards for 
any player faking injury. 

Although many referees already punish 
offenders with a booking, FIFA say the pro- 
posed new ruling would tighten the law. 

"Under proposed modifications, any sim- 
ulating action anywhere on the field would 
bq deemed unsporting behavior and would 
be punished by a yellow card," said FIFA. 

The International Board, world soccer's 
ultimate law-making body, comprises four 
FIFA members and four from the British 
associations.

TWO OLYMPIC COMMITTEE 
EXECUTIVES RESIGN 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — The Salt Lake Organizing Committee 
attorney who was on the renin that plied Intel national Olympic 
Committee members with cash and freebies will remain on the 
job, SLOC president Mitt Romney decided Thursday. 

Kelly Hint, senior vice president of marketing and legal affairs, 
has been on paid leave since Jail. 8. when chief executive officer 
Frank Joklik and senior vice president David Johnson resigned. 
Former president Tom Welch was stripped of his lucrative pension 
and consulting contract during the same house cleaning. 

Licensing director Rod Hamson will remain on paid leave pend- 
ing further evaluation in the next 30 days, said spokesman 
Caroline Shaw. 

Flint and Hamson declined to comment. 

An independent ethics panel last week blamed Johnson and 
Welch, the two top executives during Salt Lake's run for the 2002 
Winter Games, for spending more than SI million in cash, free 
vacations, living stipends, shopping sprees and free medical care 
on IOC members and their families prior to the 1995 IOC vote for 
Salt Lake. 

Flint and Hamson were not responsible for the excesses, but 
Flint signed some checks and Hamson prepared vouchers for 
. checks that allowed sons and daughters of IOC members to attend 
American universities or simply to live in die United States, the 
ethics panel reported. . 

SLOC's compensation committee unanimously recommended 
Flint's return to the SLOC. But the final decision was left to 
Romney, who has been hailed as the executive who can help Salt 
Lake recover both Its Olympic footing and its image.

CANCEROUS TUMOR, TO MISS SEASON 


ATLANTA (AP) — Andres Galarraga was 
enjoying the prime of his career in his 
late 30s, managing to turn back the 
clock with a vigorous training regimen. 

His bulging arms and washboard 
stomach were unmistakable signs of an 
athlete in peak physical condition. 

But no exercise program could ward 
off the stunning diagnosis that came 
Thursday: The Big Git has cancer. 

Galarraga, cleanup hitter and first 
baseman for the Atlanta Braves, has a 
tumor in his lower back and will miss 
the entire season. Doctors are opti- 
mistic he will be able to return in 2000. 

“It's isolated to a small bone in his 
lower back and we expect his treat- 
ment to be successful," said Dr. Lee 
Kelley, a team orthopedist Tor the 
Braves. 

The 37-year-old Galarraga, who hit 
.305 with 44 home runs and 121 RBIs 
last season, will not require surgery. 


He will undergo six months of treat- 
ment, including chemotherapy fol- 
lowed by radiation. 

Galarraga was diagnosed with the 
disease at Atlanta's Piedmont Hospital. 
He will be released within a day or two 
and return to his home in West Palm 
Beach, Florida. 

Galanaga, a native of Venezuela, 
was not at the news conference but 
released a statement. 

"To all my fans in Atlanta, Venezuela 
and around the country, I was looking 
forward toward the 99 season," he 
said. “Unfortunately, I'm hit with this 
setback. But, I promise you, I will be 
back." 

The news of Galarraga's illness 
stunned those who have followed his 
career. After solid but unspectacular 
seasons in his 20s, he blossomed into 
a full-fledged superstar in his 30s. in 
part because of a strenuous workout 


program every offseason 

"Sometimes, the strangest things 
happen." said Colorado general man- 
ager Bob Gebhard, who has known 
Galarraga since lie was a 16-year-old in 
the Montreal Expos organization. 
“He’s the last guy in the world you 
would expect to come up with that 
because he was a big. strong, healthy 
individual." 

In his first season with the Rockies, 
Galarraga led the NL with a .370 aver- 
age in 1993. Over the past five years, 
he has averaged 39 homers and 121 
RBIs, becoming the first player in base- 
ball history to hit 40 homers in back- 
to-back seasons with different teams. 

After posting 47 and 41 homers dur- 
ing his filial two seasons in Colorado, 
he signed a S24.75 million, three-year 
contract with the- Braves. Galarraga 
proved that his power wasn't a product 
of the thin air at Coors Field, going 


over 40 again last season 

He also put together four straight 
100-RB1 seasons, beginning at age 34. 

“We are saddened by this news, but 
optimistic about the prognosis." gen- 
eral manager John Schuerhnlz said 
from Atlanta's spring training complex 
in Kissimmee. Florida. "Everyone 
knows what Andres means to lire 
Braves on and off the field, but our 
main concern is his health anil well- 
being." 

Galarraga was a leader of the large 
Latin contingent in the Braves’ club- 
house, a gentle man who usually had a 
smile on his face. He managed to 
remain cordial even during a dismal 
National League championship series, 
when he hit just .095 with four errors 
as the Braves were beaten in six games 
by San Diego. 

Galarraga is the fourth prominent 
baseball player since 1996 to be strick- 


en with cancer, following Brett Bulla, * 
Eric Davis and Darryl Strawberry. 

“It's sad that he's out for the season, 
but it's a relief to know the caimrh& 
n't spread," manager Bobby Cox sail 
Galarraga — known as the BigCa 
because or his grace and agility - 
injured his back near the end oftis 
last season.

BALLOONISTS OVER SAHARA

LONDON (AFP) — British bal- 
loonists Colin Prescott and Andy 
Elson were overflying the 
Western Sahara early Friday, 
searching for the fast Jet stream 
to speed up their bid to circle 
the globe non-stop. 

Mission control in London 
said the pair were heading 
toward Mauritania at just 12 
knots and an altitude of 18,000 
feet (5,500 meters). 

Within 24 hours, they hope to 


pick up a jet stream which 
would push them eastward 
across North Africa at a much 
greater speed and height. 

The pair took off from 
Almcria, southeast Spain, on 
Wednesday, 

So far their journey has taken 
them 770 miles ( 1 ,230 kilome- 
ters). 

The British-registered Cable 
and Wireless balloon has 
received permission to fly over 


Libya and Iraq, but not China. 

A mission control spokes- 
woman told AFP: "They're both 
very happy, rliey had a bit of rest 
last night and they're complete- 
ly on schedule." 

Prescott and Elson haw 25 
days' worth of fuel on board and 
hope to reach as dose as possi- 
ble to their take-oil' point in two 
to rliree weeks, crossing over 
northern Africa, northern India. 
Japan and the Pacific Ocean.

Ecovlt told him Turkey couldn't 
cooperate with Iraq nowa- 
days because the US promised 
to help-cxtraditc Ocalan to 
Tiirkey. Is that true? 

It is absolutely wrong, there 
is nothing like thatl Who 
promised us to bring Ocalan? 
The CIA? It's absolute non- 
sense. There is no truth in this, 
[f we were relying on the 
Americans to bring Ocalan. why 
do wc have all these special 
forces? The planes? We chased 
him all around the world. It was 
Turkey who went to Kenya to 
take him back. 

But you may have had to act 
the role by sending your offi- 
cers to Kenyal 

Oh. come on! Turkey is a big 
• country, a big power. We don't 


depend on the Americans. We i 
are allies. We cooperate with 
them in many fields, and we 
harmonize our policies, but this 
is another thing. 

Is this operation a problem 
for Hirkey? 

No, he had to be brought 
back to Turkey. We have always 
been on the lookout for him, 
we said to the Russians and the 
Italian: if you have him. we 
want him back. We don’t want 
him to be outside. We always 
wanted him in Turkey to put 
him in court, for trial. Why 
should we let a Turkish citizen, 
a criminal .we want, to be going 
around the world? 

Ocalan, is now in jail. What 
about a political settlement 
with hind Is there a possibility 
for a deal with him? 

It’s out of question. He is a 
criminal, a terrorist, and he is a 
killer of children, women. We 
will treat him ns a terrorist. 
There is no chance in the world 
that there will be a deal. We will 
put him in court, and what the 
court decides will be done. 

Is he going to face a fair and 
public trial7 

Of course he will, we have 
declared that. 

How many charges is he 
going to face7 

5 He is responsible for the mur- 
t ders of over 30,000 people, and 


most of them arc Kurds not i 
Turks. Of course he will he tried 
accordingly. He has been send- I 
ing terrorists to towns, villages 
and massacring tens of people 
at a time. 

Did Turkey take in considera- 
tion the reaction of the Kurds 
in and outside the country? 
Like what is happening now in 
Europe and in Turkey itself? 

Turkey is a democratic coun- 
try. It is not ruled from the 
streets of Europe. It is ruled by 
its parliament and government. 

So there will be no effect on our 
policies by what happens in 
Europe, or what happens in 
Hirkey. 

What will happen? 

Nothing will happen. We will 
continue to apply our policies. 
That’s is say, we have taken this 
man back to Hirkey and we will 
put him up for trial.

"publish’.' is "to make public; to 
divulge; to announce; to put 
inro circulation; to distribute”. 

Historically, the first publlsh-
